.lppropriation. SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Gen61'al.A8sembly if thB 
State of Iowa, That there be and is hereby appropriated from 
the treasury of the State out of any monies not otherwise 
appropriated, the sum of ten thousand dollars, to aid in the 
further prosecution of the geological survey of the State, 
and to be expended nnder the direction of the governor. 

Specimens. SEC. 2. All geological specimens and fossils collected

during said survey are hereby granted to the I:)tate Univer· 
sity, and shall be deposited and carefully kept in a cabinet 
to be by that institution devoted to this purpose. 

SE~. 3. This act shall take effect and be in fot ce from 
and after its publication in the Iowa City Republican and 
Iowa Capital Reporter.
